Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 12-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 18, the prior art of the record fails to show or fairly suggest an electronic 
camera, comprising a calculation device, the calculation device determines the optimum 
exposure amount by changing the selected exposure amount by a prescribed amount smaller than 
a difference between the fixed first exposure amount and the fixed second exposure amount; and 
a controller that performs an optimum exposure operation of the photoreceptor device at the 
determined optimum exposure amount for recording the image. 

Claims 19-23 are allowable for the reason given in claim 18. 

Claims 12-17 are method claims of apparatus claims 18-23. Therefore, claims 12-17 are 
allowable for reason given in claim 18-23.
